tion on the $417,000,000 tax 
bill, by eliminating the 10 
per cent emergency super- 
income tax for next year 
proposed by Senator Couz- 
ens (R-Mich.) 


The 
conference report

and then also without a roll call 
the senate' receded on the pro- 
posed 10 per cent levy on Income 
taxes which the house had turn- 
ed down by a big majority. 


The measure sent to the white

MEMBERS PROFITS 
RUN INTO BILLIONS 


PECORA PUTS SOME INTER- 


ESTING DATA BEFORE 
COMMITTEE TUESDAY 


WASHINGTON, May 1. 


—WP)—Evidence that New 
York stock -exchange mem- 
ber firms have made nearly 
a billion dollars in the past 
six years, despite the depres- 
sion, was presented today to 
a senate committee. 


Ferdinand Pecora, counsel for 
the senate stock market commit- 
tee, placed before its re-assembled 
members data showing that ex- 
change 
firms 
averaged almost 
(2,000,000 apiece in net 
profit* 
during the two boom and four 
depression years. 


Gathered 
from 
the • member 
firms 
themselves, the statistics 
•bowed they have had a total 
rross Income of more than $2,000,- 
500,000 during the six-year period. 


During the high-time years of 


1928 and 1929 their gross annual 
revenue averaged far more than 
$1,000,000 apiece. 


These 
and a mass of other 
hitherto 
undiscovered 
statistics 
relating to market operations were 
presented to 
the committee as 
stock exchange control legislation 
approached the test In both houses 
of congress. 
Designed to Put Bill Over 
Conceitedly 
the 
disclosure of 
his data was timed to put the 
bill "over the top." The move fol- 
lowed close after charges in the 
house yesterday 
of a "vicious" 
campaign of 
"misrepresentation" 
tgalnst the legislation by the 
New York exchange. 
Burled in the mass of statistics 
was an amazing story of the de- 
gression's effect.

:0nly dimly in most minds, 
i Olivet was the stage of some 
'of' the most dramatic experiences 
'in the life of Jesus. On its south- 
eastern shoulder, in the town of 
.Bethany, He 
made 
His home 
iwhen visiting Jerusalem. There 
i many great events in the Gospel 
'story were enacted. On the Mount 
'|of Olives He wept over Jeru- 
' salem. There He agonized in the 
Garden. Triumphal Entry. Olivet 
wa* the hill of tears, but also the 
bill of triumph. 


Olivet looks two ways. It is 
'.only slightly higher than Jeru- 
talem itself, from which It is, di- 
ivlded by a deep valley, through 
; which the brook, Kedron, runs. A 
;man standing 09 the walls of 
'Jerusalem and 
calling may be 
heard by persons on the slope of 
; Olivet.. The hill does overlook the 
jcity; and from its height Jesus 
i often 
brooded 
over Jerusalem, 
and looked down the valley toward 
kthe hills of Bethlehem and the 
•im mountains and wilderness 
udea. 
The Mount of Olives 
looks to the East, where the 
an Valley lies like a green 
ribbon, and the Dead Sea shim- 
mers In the 
sunlight, and the 
'misty mountains of Moab rise be- 
yond. The outlook from Olivet 
was like the panorama of our 
Lord's life: from the Field of 
the Shepherds, the wilderness of 
the temptation, and the scene of 
.His healings and teachings to the 
Holy City itself, with ghastly Cal- 
vary rising just outside the walls. 
It was a rare stage on which the 
drama of the Transfiguration be- 
gan. 
By Prearangement 
Jesus did not stumble upon the 
Triumphant Entry by accident. To 
think so is to rob the occasion 
of most of its significance. It 
was by foresight and prearrange- 
xnent that He met the Passover 
multitude, and received its plaud- 


its to His kingship. The incident 
of the ass and colt, which were 
awaiting His messengers, like Ihe 
circumstances of finding the up- 
per Room, indicate forethought 
and preparation. Deliberately and 
definitely, Jesus made read to be 
acknowledged as King David's 
royal Son. 
This dramatic assertion of His 
sovereignty should be given full 
weight. The ovation was Christ's 
kingly right, and He wanted all 
the world to know it. Even self- 
engrossed Jerusalem must under- 
stand that it was no common man 
they were soon to lead forth to 
death, but the Fulflller of the 
most sacred prophecies. Let not 
the Saviourhood of Christ obscure 
His kingly claims. As fully and 
as clearly as possible. He made 
evident His right to royal honors. 
When scandalized Pharisees ask- 
ed Jesus to rebuke the popular 
demonstration, to still the hosan- 
nas and silence the shouts of His 
Royalty, He declared that if these 
were quiet, the very stones would 
cry out the character of the King 
who, riding on a lowly ass' colt, 
accepted as His due the tribute 
of the maeees. 
Has Democracy Clear Eyes? 
Many reasons flowed together 
to create this tumult of recogni- 
tion of the Christ—the raising of 
Lazarus; the -recent miracles in 
Jericho; the teachings and heal- 
ings in the towns of Galilee; the 
championship of the poor; the 
presentation of the dream of. the 
kingdom that was to come. All 
of the Master's past conspired to 
create this present hour. His name 
had filled the mouths of the popu- 
lace; anad His presence at the 
Feast was their opportunity to 
express their verdict upon Him. 
The Triumphal Entry was a 
demonstration and decree of de- 
mocracy. 
It is of immense concern to all 


of us to realize that the insight 
of the people as a whole is us- 
ually clearer and truer than the 
sophisticated opinions of anp of- 
ficialdom. That truth is the basis 
of our form of Government; and 
it is our bulwark against any dis- 
tatorshlp. There is something tre- 
mendoudy impressive about the 
act of -the voice of the people In 
expression. All of us recall the 
delirious outbursts, on November 
11, 1918, which.marked the end of 
the war. Some of us saw Europe's 
popular 
hysteria 
( profoundly 
right in its judgment) over Presi- 
dent Wilson's arrival. I have seen 
the same mood In Egypt's demon- 
stration over what it thought the 
granting of independence; and in 
Turkey's emotional celebration of 
its Independence Day. Somehow, 
the common mind is quick to be 
stirred by a great and portenous 
reality. It was the voice of the 
people that hailed Jesus as king, 
that day when He rode, meekly 
and majestically, down the west- 
ern slope of Olivet, into the city 
of His royal forbears, the acclaims 
following .him clear into the sac- 
ked precincts of the temple. 
The Sovereign's Bight to Rule 
In the courts of His Father's 
house, Jesus vindicated His sov- 
ereignty by driving out the money 
changers and the merchants. Re- 
form must always begin at the 
house of God. If religion is cor- 
rupt or incompetent at the cen- 
ter of its organization and admin- 
istration, then nothing else can 
be right. Come day—soon, I believe 
—the world will awaken to the 
basic truth that the spring of all 
needed reform and recovery lies 
In religion. 


Obviously, the central lesson of 
this Lesson lies in the truth of 
the sovereignty of the Saviour. 
Not Communism nor Fascism is 
our way out, but the accepted 
sway of the King whose right it 
is to rule. We are dealing only 
with the surface expressions of 
the troubles of our time until we 
realize that nothing but the re- 
eognided rule of Jesus Christ over

Dies in Cincinnati 


WIU.IAM COOPER PROCTER. 
CINCINNATI, May 2.—(/*•)—Col. 
William Cooper Procter, 72, Cincin- 
nati industrial leader and philan- 
thropist, died this mornng. 
He was a victim of bronchial 
pneumonia. 
The 72-year-old chairman of the 
board of the Procter and Gamble 
company entered the hospital Sat' 
urday. He rallied somewhat Mon- 
day, but early yesterday suffered 
another relapie and his condition 
grew worse throughout the day. 
Dr. L. F. Barker, of Baltimore, 
renowned pathologist and author- 
ity on pneumonia, was summoned 
to Col. Procter's side.

anteed year-round employment for 
his plant workers. 
His interests were not confined 
to Industry, however. 
Though his philanthropies were

sity, and gave $2,500,000 to the 
Children's Hospital here. 
In addition, he was chairman 
of the national committee organiz-

The British government 


has adopted what English- 
men call a "sunshine bud- 
get." But there's no sunshine 
in it for Uncle Sam. 


Relieved by a surplus of 


$200,000,000 for the last fis- 
ral year, Chancellor Neville 
Chamberlain reduces income 
tajies, restores half the gov- 
Si'Mment 
employees' p a y 


cuts, lowers the automobile 
tax and restores the dole to 
the unemployed. A11 of 
whi'ih is no more than right, 
because the British have 
been taxed grievously, and 
the poor 
have 
suffered 


greatly, for the sake of na- 
tional solvency. 


It is discouraging, though, 


to learn that once more the 
British budget makes no al- 
lowance for war debt pay- 
ment. There will be merely 
another slight "token pay- 
ment" to avoid technical re- 
pudiation. Still, word from 
Washington is that our own 
Treasury estimates are "not 
upset." We weren't expect- 
ing much from London. 


A statement made by the 


British Chancellor to Par- 
liament is interesting in this 
connection. 
"Neither 
last 


year nor the year before," 
he said, "did I make any 
provision for the payment of 
the war debt to America— 
nor for the receipt of war 
debts or reparations by our- 
selves." 
Britain's own war debtors, 


who owe her as much as she 


• r-eww^us.' are not paying 


either. And it is doubtful 
whether any of the whole 
shooting match ever will 
make any substantial pay- 
ment again, if we insist on 
payment in full. 


FORCES FOR GOOD 


'An American college pres- 
ident, returning from a six- 
months tour during which 
he visited 28 different coun- 
tries, admits the seriousness 
of war threat in many parts 
of t^e world. He found, he 
believes, deliberate and ma- 
licious attempts to provoke 
w»r spirit among nations. At 
the same time, he found 
hopeful factors often over- 
looked by persons concen- 
trating on the war scare. 


"The forces for interna- 


tional amity are stronger 
than they were a generation 
ago," says this observer. 
That may seem contradic- 


tory, but need not be so. 
Wherever intelligent people 
hope and work to preserve 
world peace, they are doing 
so not blindly, by mere wish- 
ful thinking. They are seri- 
ously studying the causes oi 
war in order to develop the 
cure. A competent observer 
b e c o m e s aware of the 
strength of the internation- 
al peace movement as soon 
As he becomes aware of the 
strains and tensions making 
for war. The forces for evil 
**em more powerful than 
ever, but the forces for good 
are also more powerful than 
ever and more numerous. 
Continued faith in them and 
a little steadier support of 
them by all of us can hold 
the evil in check.

ESTIMATED PRODUCTION HOT

TWO-THIRDS WEEK'S ESTIMATE 


AUSTIN, May 2.—(Ft—A sliver

the past week, with officials esti- 
mating that production of illegal 
crude had decreased as much as 
two-thirds. 


R. D. Parker, chief of proration 


enforcement for the state railroad 
commission, which 
handles 
oil 
matters in Texas, attributed 
the 
change to more st/ngent meth- 
ods that body has used. They 
include close scrutinizing of refin- 
ery operations and checking of 
their sources of oil. 


Parker, designated by the com- 
mission, to lead the 
new drive 
against hot oil operations, report- 
ed that the average production 
of the illegal oil had been reduced 
by approximately 
60,000 barrels 
dally within the last three weeks. 
He estimated such production at 
about 85,000 barrels daily three 
weeks ago. 


He said the new methods of the 
regulatory body had had a "dis- 
couraging effect" on violators of 
proration laws. 
The nucleus of 


the group of violators is intact 
but the tenacious assault on the 
hot oil forces has caused them 
to weaken, in Parker's opinion.

When she 


saw McElroy, she raised her body 
with difficulty and beckoned to 
him. 
The dairyman immediately 
recognized her and carried her to 
Ills truck. 
She was too weak to 
walk. 


A night gown, gloves and bed- 
room slippers were the clothes in 
which she was garbed. 


Mrs. 
Conwav told McElrOy she 
had been in the Guadalupe river 
bottoms above Victoria and for 
the past week had subsisted solely 
on grass\and water. 


However, in another statement 
to her sister, Mrs. Lucy Bumat, 
she told of having hid under 
a 
house within seven blocks of her 
home all the time she had been 
missing. She told her sister she 
had eaten nothing during that 
time. 
At night, she said, she had 
come out from under the house 
and drunk water from a near by 
hydrant. 


She was very weak and emaciat- 


ed but had kept her hair in order 
and did not appear unkept. When 
she disappeared she weighed 163 
pounds and when found had lost 
so much weight she was reduced 
to extreme thinness. 


A physician was summoned im- 
mediately and her sister,, a nurse 
from Boston, cared for her. The 
sister had been here for the past 
vear attending her. Mrs. Conway's 
husband also was called. 


This was the fourth time Mr*. 
Conway had disappeared. On one 
occasion she was rescued from 
Galveston Bay. Another time she 
was found wandering in the woods 
near Blopmilegton. , 
Her sister said economic condi- 
tions had "preyed on her mind 
and she had a constant dread of 
starvation." 


That the story Mrs. Conway 
told the dairyman was based on 
fact was evidenced by her having 
been seen late yesterday by Mrs. 
J. Harry Jones and Mrs. G H. 
Worthy, while they were out'rid- 
ing.

man coming up' the road from the 
river.

KILLER BEEN IDENTIFIED AS 
BUYER OF SAN ANTONIO GUNS

gun killers, has been positively 
Identified as the "Jimmie Wil- 
liams" to whom H. S. Lebnam, 
3an Antonio gun dealer, shipped 
five machine guns last October.

vestigation here, announced today 
that Lebham has positively identi- 
fied a photograph of Nelso>? as

shipped from San Antonio.

[Ink in the chain of evidence which 
indicates, officers said, that Dillin- 
ger gangsters sojourned at fre- 
quent intervals In San Antonio in 
the latter part of 1938. 
According to written statements 


by Lebham, Nelson, alias Wil- 
liams, was in San Antonio In the 
summer and fall of last vear, or- 
dering hjfi-h powered pistols and 
machine guns. 
With "Williams" on some of his 
visits were a man who called him- 
self Wayne Huttner. now positive- 
ly identified as Homer Van Me- 
Ler. another 
Dllllnger gangster; 
Tommle Carroll, charged here as 
James McClarkln with the murder 
of City Detective H. C. Perrow, 
and the wounding of Detective Al- 
fred Hartman; H. L. Keith, arrest- 
ed here following Perrow's death,

JUSTICE DEPARTMENT PLANNING 


$2,000,000 DRIVE ON CRIME AND 


FUND BE USED FOR GUNS AND MEN 


BIT RICHARD BEN'DEIA 


WASHINGTON, May 
3.— 
The justice department outlined 
today a $2,000,000 thrust at crime. 
It will ask congress for this sum 
to "buy more guns and pay more 
men.A shortage of federal "artillery" 
was disclosed to have led to the 
arming of federal Dtllnger-chasers 
with machine "guns captured from 
other mobsters. 


Several machine guns 
taken 


from Harvey J. 
Bailey, Albert 
Bates and George "Machine Gun" 
Kelly, convicted as kidnapers of 
Charles F. Urschel,'Oklahoma .oil 
millionaire, have been removed 
quietly from a show case at the 
department .in the last few days 
and issued to agents asslgnd to 
the Dllllnger caee. 


Attorney General dimming* was 
represented as "ready" to ask con- 


gress for sufficient funds to en- 
gage as- many a* 200 to 800 addi- 
tional 
division 
of 
investigation 
agents and to equip them not only 
with guns but also fast motor 
cars. 


The justice department's appro- 
priation for the present fiscal year 
totaled $41,231,835. For the year be- 
ginning next July 1 the depart- 
ment has been, allotted only J28,- 
700,778. 
With congress speeding 
through a variety of federal anti- 
crimo bills officials anticipated lit- 
tle trouble for the new money rc- 
ques. 
Still another anti-crime unit— 
aimed at 
bootleggers—Is 
being 
whipped Into shape. Arthur J. Mel- 
lott, who described himself as a 
"perrormi dry but not a fanatic." 
arrived here yesterday from Kan- 
sas City to take over the treasury's 


alcohol tax unit of 8,600 men. 
Half of this force will be used 
by Mellott as » militant anti-boot- 
legger organization. The other half 
will supervise the legitimate trade. 
Just about the limn existing re- 
peal conditions were coming in for

;"-'• Ballet dancers are not al- 
. 'ways beautiful, but they are 
always young and 
slim 
and 
graceful. 
Miss Forbes gives 
.their exercises from time to 
time for her readers to prac- 
tice. 
If you want the supple, slender, 
•ternally young figure of the bal- 
let dancer, the grace and poise 
that come from their strength, you 
ran have it, to a large extent at 
least, by practicing ballet exerrises. 
O«t a good teacher to give them to 
you and write them down—or fol- 
low out the suggeatlcns as I shall 
give them to you here. 
You want a bar, a little higher 
than your waist, to rest your feet 
en and to use for stretching exer- 
risss. Also to hold onto. And your 
first exerrise is to stand sideways 
to tha bar, holding it with one 
hand—left side, left hand, we'll 
•ay, and left foot turned so that 
the toe points toward the bar 
and the heel away from it. This 
twisting of the feet which you 
notice in all ballet dancing is won- 
derful for developing the leg mus- 
cles. Now with the right foot kick 
out forward, twisting the leg BO 
the right heel points toward the 
bar and the toes away from it. 
Swing from your hips, always.] 
Bring the foot to the floor, then 
kick sideways, out from the hips, 
and then kick backwards. 


•You repeat these kicks a number 


At times and then you turn and do 
them with the other leg. Then, 


, standing as before, with the toe 
pointing out, you point your toe 
out to the side and in again, very 
fast, always keeping the toe point- 
ed. Thli stretches the calf muscles 
and the inside of the leg. Repeat 
this with the other side. 
Resting a foot on the bar, you 
•tide that foot away from you, 
and as you do so you extend your 
arm* to the foot and you bend 
your body over to tha foot. Now 
thii !• a grand stretching exercise, 
and stretching the muscles is just 
what you need. No rheumatism for 
you, no ugly poses, no useless flesh. 
if you can become proficient in 
this. This is the beginning of the 
ballet work. Work hard at it each 
day and you'll have the firm mus- 
cles and long, straight back of 
the dancer. 
• B. R. D.—Try cleansing the pores 


TICK FOR BEAUTY 
of the blackheads by rubbing a 
thin cream or an oil into them 
every day, and follow it with a 
bath of warm water and soap. 
This may appear to be a very slow 
procedure, but it will clear the 
pores gradually, and give them a 
chance to shrink as the impacts 
grow less and less in size.

C. M. C.—The cleasing cream is 
to soften the soil that has collect- 
ed in the pores of the skin, which 
will be removed more easily than 
if you just used soap and water 
without this aid. The nourishing 
oil is to be used in massaging ,and 
the skin tonic you mention is in 
the nature of an astringent. Pore 
cream might be a cleansing cream, 
or one to nourish, or it might 
even be an astringent cream. Its 
special use should be designated. 
Massaga with a nourishing cream 
to get rid of the lines that are be- 
ginning to appear, and close tha 
pores afterward by taking a very 
cold rinse, or use the lotion If it 
is of an astringent nature.
